Almost Immediately Volumes of Water Poured Through Openings and Lusitania Listed 
—Within 15 Minutes Ship Sank—Attack Made Off Old Head of Kinsale, on South 
of Ireland Coast—Many Craft go to Rescue and Save Survivors Who Are Landed 
at Various Points Along Coast 


LONDON, May 8—(4:54 aan.) —A Dublin despatch to the Exchange Telegraph company says that 
the latest reports indicate loss of life on the Lusitania as about 1,000, 

*  'The Central News says that the munber of the: Lusitania’s passengers who died of injuries while 
being taken to Queenstown will reach 100. 

NEW YORK, May 7.—More than 200 Americans are among the dead in the Lusitania disaster, 
according to a London cable to the Tribune, whose correspondent places the total loss of life at from 
900 to 1,400, the latter estimate by First Officer Jones. It is supposed there were 400 Americans on 
board, 

LONDON, May 8,-—A statement issued by the British admiralty says the total number of survivors 
of the Lusitania is 650. It is believed that only a few first were saved, as they 
thought the ship would remain afloat and made little effort to escape. 

LONDON, May &—The Press bureau has received from the British admiralty at Queenstown a 
report that all the torpedo boats. tugs and armed trawlers except the Heron, which went out from 
Queenstown to the relief of the Lusitania, have returned, These vessels have landed 595 survivors and 
10 dead. Fifty-two more survivors are reported aboard a steamer, while TL others and five bodies 
have been landed at Kinsale, making the total number of survivors 658 besides 45 dead. The numbers 
will be verified later, and it is considered possible Kinsale fishing boats may have rescued a few more, 

Only a few first class passengers were saved as they are understood to have believed the steamer 
would remain afloat, Estimates of the length of time which elapsed before the Lusitania sank after she

May & The Morning Post, in an editorial on 
Lusitania, after remarking on the elaborate warnings issued at 
York before the ship sailed, says: 

“We find it dificult to understand how, with such warnings and 
such ample opportunities to take all precautions, the Lusitania was 
caught. The conclusion that the vessel’ xact course must have been 
known to the captain of the submarine is difficult to avoid, but uncom- 
fortable to accept.” 

The Vost believes that the conditions were favorable for the 
rescue of many of the passengers and supposes that everything was 
in readiness on board the liner, and that the mode of procedure in 
cause of attack had been carefully rehearsed, It states that the Lusi- 
tania was armed “with a formidable battery of guns,” and adds: “But 
it appears that New York legal niceties regurding international law 
prevented the boat from carrying ammunition for those guns, under 
pain of being interned in a neutral port as a ship of war, 

“But surely, if the United States regards these submarine attacks 
as illegal, it should follow that guns may be used on merchantmen to 
guard themselves ¢ ist such attacks, without making the vessel 
which uses them w ship of war, 

“In the face of this crime it is idle to waste words in condemna- 
tion, We must set our teeth and go on with the war with more 
rage and determination,”
